O il companies' 
profits skyrocket 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — All 107 
persons aboard a Pan American 707 
jetliner that crashed on the island of 
Bali are feared dead, the Indonesian 
Department of Communications an­ 
nounced today. 
The airline said 28 of those aboard 
were Americans. 
"The aircraft was burned and there 
was no sign of any survivors," the 
communications department said. 
Com m unications M inister 
Emil 
Salim had told newsmen earlier there 
were some survivors. 
Salim said two search and rescue 
teams were sent to the crash site at 
Gragak village, about 40 miles from 
Denpasar, immediately after the plane 
came down Monday night. A Pan 
American spokesman in Jakarta said 
the searchers had found the charred 
wreckage of the airliner and there 
appeared to be a possibility of sur­ 
vivors. 
Earlier, a policeman on Bali, an

Francisco that all aboard the plane 
were dead. 
It was the fourth crash of a Pan Am 
707 since last July. Three of them have 
been in the South Pacific. 
Americans on board included the 
pilot, Capt. Donald B. Zinke, 52, of 
Monte Sereno, Calif., the IO other crew 
members and 17 of the 96 passengers. 
The passenger list available con­ 
tained no home addresses, but more

The plane was en route from Hong 
Kong to Bali and Sydney, Australia,

Zinke reportedly gave no indication

Nixon wins tapes delay 


NEW YORK (AP) — Exxon Corp., 
the nation’s largest oil com pany, said 
today its profits for the last three 
months are 39 per cent above levels 
reported a year ago. 
The giant oil company said it made 
$708 million in the three m onths ended 
March 31, com pared with $508 million 
reported last year. It noted however 
that the latest gain was down 10.4 per 
cent from the last quarter of 1973, when 
Exxon earned $787 million. 
Exxon’s earnings follow by a day 
announcem ents by G ulf Oil and 
Standard Oil of Indiana— Amoco—both 
of which reported first quarter profits 
m ore than 75 per cent above the year- 
earlier period. 
Exxon said sales for the three months 
totaled $9.95 billion, com pared with 
$6.24 billion for the sam e period in 1973. 
On a per share basis, the company said 
it earned $3.15 a share versus $2.27 a 
share. 
Commenting 
on 
the 
firm ’s 
per­ 
fo rm an ce, Exxon C h airm an J.K . 
Jam ieson cited an $80 million profit 
resulting from the sale or appreciation 
of oil inventories. These inventories in­ 
creased in value as the price of 
replacing them rose as well. Jam ieson 
said the inventory profits were "not 
expected to recur.” 
The 
Exxon 
chairm an 
also 
said 
earnings had been reduced based on 
the estim ated affect of a tax bill now 
before the U.S. Congress. The bill 
would be retroactive to Jan. I and 
would affect only foreign earnings, 
Jam ieson said. 
Asked how much taxes had been 
deducted from the gross earnings, an 


Exxon spokesm an said, "We haven’t 
busted that out yet.” 
Exxon’s earnings are also based on 
an estim ate of the cost of oil bought 
from the Middle Eastern producing na­ 
tions. A greem ents covering these 
prices are currently in negotiation. 
"Until these matters are settled, the 
costs of Middle East oil are being ac­ 
crued on the basis of our best judgment 
as to the likely resolution of the un­ 
c e rta in tie s ," Jam ieson said. The 
company did not indicate the estimated 
cost of that oil. 
Gulf and Standard of 
Indiana 
(Amoco) attributed their increased 
earnings to overseas operations. 
Gulf, one of the top five companies in 
oil sales, reported earnings of $290 
million, or $1.49 per share of common 
stock, for the first three months of 1974. 
This was 76 per cent above the $165 
million or 80 cents a share earned in the 
corresponding period last year. 
Standard Oil of Indiana, ranked in 
the top IO according to sales, an­ 
nounced profits of $219 million, 81 per 
cent 
ahead 
of 
the 
$121.1 
million 
reported in the first quarter of last 
year. On a per share basis, Amoco 
earned $3.13 in the first quarter of 1974, 
up from $1.74 per share last year. 
In overall revenues, Gulf said its 
sales rose to $4.52 billion, compared to 
$2.1 billion for the first quarter of 1973, 
while Amoco’s revenues rose to $2.28 
billion from $1.47 billion. 
Meanwhile, Ashland Oil, a smaller 
firm, said Monday its profits for the 
quarter were $19.4 million, or 75 cents a 
share, 22 per cent above the level one

WASHINGTON (AP) — Former Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew already has 
been assured of more than $300,000 for 
his novel and could get more than $1 
million, his agent said Monday. 
And, the agent, Scott Meredith, said 
Agnew is committed by contract to 
visit England for five days to promote 
the novel, "A Very Special Relation­ 
ship,” on its publication there by W.H. 
Allen Ltd. 
Meredith said the visit could come as 
early as next January or February if 
Agnew completes the book by Sep­ 
tember as he hopes to, or as late as May 
if Agnew writes up to his contractual 
deadline in December. 
Meredith has 
periodically 
issued 
reports on new contracts for the bode, 
always giving general rather than 
exact figures on the amount Agnew 
would receive. 
In addition to the British contract, he 
said contracts had been signed for 
Japanese publication by Hayakawa 
Shobo, 
Portugese publication by 
Moraes, Greek publication by Labrakis 
Press and Flemish serialization by the 
Brussels newspaper De Post.

said 
Spanish, 
Brazilian 
and 
French offers had been turned down, 
but that he anticipated signing 20 more 
foreign contracts. Movie rights have 
not been sold. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon has asked for and been granted a 
five day extension in responding to a 
House Judiciary subpoena for White 
House tapes, a spokesman said today. 
A high level administration official 
said 
com m ittee chairm an 
P eter 
Rodino, D-N.J., agreed to a White 
House request that the subpoena dead­ 
line be set for next Tuesday instead of 
this Thursday. 
According to close Nixon advisers, 
the President still has not finally 
decided the form or content of a 
response to the subpoena for 42 tape 
recorded conversations he held with 
since-departed aides. 


One official said that White House 
representatives told he committee 
staff that it was a "very time con­ 
suming job to compile and prepare 
m aterial” for the answer. 
This was an apparent reference to 
the transcription of the tape recor­ 
dings, which one source said was made 
more difficult because portions of the 
conversations are virtually inaudible. 
This official also said Nixon “wanted 
to take additional time to review the 
response to the committee and that 
because of his schedule such a review 
could not be completed by Thursday.

"The President wants to deal with 
this m atter in a cooperative and 
reasonable way. He does not seek a 
confrontation," the official said. 
It was nonetheless clear that Nixon 
was considering ways to blunt what one 
official called "escalating requests on 
all fronts" for more tapes of presi­ 
dential conversations. 
This official said that while Nixon has 
not decided precisely how to proceed, 
he still plans " a com prehensive 
statem ent, a comprehensive response” 
to the subpoena. 
However, interviews with several 
Nixon advisers disclosed that high- 
level unhappiness is growing with each 
new subpoena or request for White 
House tapes. 
Indications are that Nixon himself let 
his anger show when the Judiciary 
Committee formally requested m ore 
tapes beyond the 42 conversations it 
has subpoenaed for its impeachm ent 
inquiry. 
And, inside top White House councils, 
there are increasingly bitter com ­ 
p laints 
about 
sp ecial 
W atergate 
prosecutor Leon Jaw orski’s quest for 
White House tapes and documents. 
One official contended that "we were 
m isled 
by 
Ja w o rsk i” 
during 
negotiations in the months preceding

the prosecutor’s recent subpoena for 64 
taped presidential conversations. 
The official responded “ no” when 
asked w hether Nixon was considering 
firing Jaw orski. 
It is unclear how the high-level 
unhappiness might be translated into 
White House action. But it is known 
that Nixon and his closest advisers 
have been debating ways to counter the 
expanding requests while providing the 
‘‘co m p rehensive re sp o n se " to the 
House subpoena. 
"We don’t want to move to a point of 
confrontation.... But the question is, do 
you ever satisfy their curiosity,” said 
one official. " It’s gone from nine tapes 
to 19 tapes to 42 tapes, and now, even 
before we answ er, they ... want m ore.” 
This official, who often 
m irrors 
Nixon’s views, spoke heatedly of "the 
num bers gam e” he said was being 
played by investigators and contended 
it was 
an 
effort 
to 
“create 
im ­ 
peachm ent m om entum ." 
The White House clearly intends to 
deal with the House com m ittee sub­ 
poena before turning to Jaw orski’s 
co u rt-su p p o rted dem and for tape 
recordings and other documents re ­ 
lated to 64 conversations between 
Nixon and four of his form er top aides.

NEW YORK (AP) — Vice President 
Gerald R. Ford says President Nixon 
might have tried harder to get the story 
of Watergate out sooner and that he 
should cooperate as fully as possible to 
clear it up now. 
Ford, in remarks here Monday, 
called on Nixon to turn over within 48 to 
72 hours all relevant material sought by 
the House Judiciary Committee for its 
impeachment probe. 
A committee subpoena for tapes and 
docum ents covering 42 W atergate 
related White House conversations has 
a IO a.m. Thursday deadline. 
In a question-and-answer session at 
the annual meeting of The Associated 
Press, Ford was asked whether he 
thought Watergate and its coverup 
could have occurred without his 
knowledge if he had been president at 
the time. 
“It’s pretty hard to put yourself back 
into the shoes of somebody else in a 
situation like that,” Ford told 1,300 
newspaper and 
broadcast 
industry 
leaders. “I do read the papers ... very 
extensively. 
I 
couldn’t 
have 
been 
oblivious to some of the things that 
were going on, that had taken place or 
transpired. 
“It would be my technique if I were in 
those shoes — which I hope and trust 
does not take place — to want to find 
out as quickly as possible," Ford said. 
“I assume that the President did. In 
fact, I have good reason to believe that 
he did. 
“Unfortunately," Ford added, "some 
of the people who should have known 
obviously did not give him the full 
story. 
“Now whether there should have 
been a more vigorous prosecution of all 
the 
details, 
that’s 
a 
matter 
of 
judgment,” he said. “And in my case, I 
think I would have tried to nudge some 
of my employes about as hard as I 
possibly could.” 
Ford said Nixon knew nothing in 
advance about the burglary and 
bugging 
of 
D em ocratic 
party 
headquarters 
in 
W ashington’s 
Watergate complex during the 1972 
presidential campaign. 
The Vice President also said he was 
confident Nixon had not committed any 
impeachable offense under the Con­ 
stitution. But he urged Nixon to make 


every effort to settle the issue once and 
for all. 
“ I hope and trust that some tim e in 
the next 48 or 72 hours, the White House 
will cooperate to the maxim um in 
m aking available to the House Com­ 
m ittee on the Judiciary the relevant 
m a te ria l th a t he co m m ittee h as 
requested,” Ford said.

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G lenn denies use of political 'dirty tricks'

John Glenn’s campaign director said 
Monday a "dirty tricks” charge leveled 
against the D em ocratic senatorial can­ 
didate was a dirty trick. 
“This slanderous attack on John 
Glenn is a vicious smear engineered by 
our 
political 
en e m ie s,” 
Stephen 
Kovacik charged. 
He said Citizens for John Glenn, 
which he heads, will file a complaint 
with the Fair Campaign Practices 
Committee. 
Ironically, Kovacik was responding 
to charges brought by two Glenn 
campaign workers who resigned over 
what 
they 
called 
“ slanderous 
literature” put out against the former 
astronaut’s primary election opponent, 
Sen. Howard Metzenbaum. 
The two, Don Hanni Jr. and George 


Skaljac, Glenn’s campaign chairman 
and campaign coordinator, respec­ 
tively, for Mahoning County, also sent a 
letter to the House Elections Com 
mittee asking 
an 
investigation 
of 
Glenn’s campaign practices. 
They accused Glenn of distributing a 
bumper sticker linking Metzenbaum to 
President Nixon and his tax problems 
and a “red herring” letter saying the 
senator had a record of associating 
with red front groups. 
"Out campaign staff had absolutely 
nothing to do with the circulation of 
‘dirty trick’ bumper stickers or 
scurrilous literature,” Kovacik said. 
Meanwhile, Glenn, campaigning in 
Columbus, threatened to also file an 
unfair campaign practices complaint 
against Metzenbaum for continued use 
of “shrill and untrue” radio com­ 


m ercials accusing him of refusing to 
debate Metzenbaum. 
"M ore than one week ago I accepted 
three debates with my opponent,” 
G lenn sa id , yet the co m m ercials 
“continue to ride the air w aves.” 
Glenn planned to cam paign today in 
Cincinnati, Columbus and Ravenna, 
while M etzenbaum scheduled stops in 
Cleveland and Toledo. 
Metzenbaum said Monday he would 
spend most of the rem aining time 
before the May 7 prim ary cam paigning 
in Ohio for the Democratic Senate nom­ 
ination. 
"I owe it to the Democratic voters of 
Ohio to be back in the state as much as 
possible now that the prim ary cam ­ 
paign is entering the home stretch,” 
said M etzenbaum, noting he has been 
either present or paired for 79 per cent 


of the rpll call votes since he was ap­ 
pointed to fill the Senate seat vacated 
by Atty. Gen. William B. Saxbe. 
Both candidates submitted financial 
statem ents Monday. The statements 
show Metzenbaum spent more than 
twice as much as Glenn on the cam ­ 
paign from March I to April 15. Met- 
zenbaum ’s statem ent show ed his 
campaign was in the black while 
Glenn’s was not.

Court of appeals 
reopens company 


SILV ER BAY, Minn. (AP) — The 
3,100 employes of Reserve Mining Co. 
began rushing back to their jobs early 
today, saved from the unemployment 
rolls by a temporary court order which 
puts the iron ore manufacturer back in 
business. 
The order was issued late Monday 
night in Springfield, Mo., by a three- 
judge panel of the 8th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. The panel stayed a lower 
court ruling which ordered Reserve 
shut down until May 15, when it said the 
full circuit court would hold a hearing 
to determine whether to allow the 
company to continue operating while a 
full appeal is heard. 
The Saturday ruling by U.S. District 
Judge Miles Lord in Minneapolis or­ 
dered 
Reserve’s 
huge 
iron 
ore 
processing plant at Silver Bay shut 
down at 12:01 a.m. Sunday because of 
pollution into Lake Superior. 
Reserve, which is owned jointly by 
the Republic and Armco steel com­ 
panies and produces 15 per cent of the 
iron ore used in the nation’s steel- 
making blast furnaces, also closed its 


taconite mine at Babbitt, 47 miles 
inland from here, at 12:01 a.m. Sunday. 
And suddenly 3,100 persons were out of 
work and the two small towns faced the 
prospect of becoming little more than 
welfare centers. 
First to arrive at the plant were 
foremen and 
superintendents 
to 
prepare it for production. Company 
officials said they expected operations 
to be back to normal before the day is 
out. And critics said that meant the 
company would again be pouring 67,000 
tons of rock wastes a day into Lake 
Superior. 
Lord’s ruling said asbestos fibers 
which allegedly come from that 
pollution were endangering the health 
of five northeastern Minnesota and 
Wisconsin communities which draw 
their drinking water from the lake. 
The three-judge panel of Donald

Oil profits 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) — Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
has joined a 
growing number of 
Congress members supporting a 
substantial tax cut to help Americans 
hard hit by spiralling inflation. 
However, Chairman Arthur Burns of 
the Federal Reserve Board said 
Monday he opposes a tax cut. Rather, 
the board plans to use money and in­ 
terest policies to fight inflation, even 
though such policies could hurt the 
home building industry, Burns said. 
Mansfield, noting increasing support 
for a tax cut among legislators and 
economists, said, “ This is something 
we can do for the average working stiff 
who’s carrying the load in this coun­ 
try.” 
Inflation is running at a rate of more 
than IO per cent annually, according to 
government statistics. 
Mansfield said the revenue lost 
through a tax cut could be .nade up by 
closing tax loopholes and by reducing 
spending for defense, foreign aid and 
space. 
Sen. Robert P. Griffin of Michigan, 
the acting Republican leader, told 


is 
newsmen he does not think there 
going to be a tax cut this year. But he 
added that one might be justified if 
necessary to head off a recession. 
Sen. Carl Curtis, R-Neb., a senior 
member of the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee, said Congress ought to be 
talking about balancing the budget 
instead of cutting taxes. 
“ Let’s deal with the cause of inflation 
and not fool the American people with 
talk about a tax cut,” Curtis said. 


Sens. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., and 
Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn., also have 
urged a tax reduction. 
In the House, Speaker Carl Albert of 
Oklahoma and Chairman Wilbur D. 
Mills of the powerful Ways and Means 
Committee have indicated they would 
support such a move unless there is a 
marked upturn in the economy soon. 
Burns did not elaborate on his op­ 
position to a tax cut. 
However, administration spokesmen 
have said that a tax reduction would be 
inflationary and would not have any 
immediate effect on the economy.

WASHINGTON (A P) — The nation’s 
railroads say “ an urgent need for 
additional revenue” is prompting them 
to request permission for a IO per cent 
hike in freight rates. 
In a petition Monday to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the industry 
warned that some major rail carriers 
“ are in immediate danger of ceasing 
operations because of lack of cash.” 
While reliance on railroads for 
freight transportation is increasing, the 
industry told the ICC, resources to 
meet that demand “ are grossly in­ 
sufficient.” 
The railroads said the requested IO 
per cent increase, plus a I per cent rate 
hike still pending for eastern and west­ 
ern regions, would produce about $1.6 
billion annually. 
Of this total, $932 million would be 
needed to offset increased expenses, 
taxes and rents, leaving a net increase 
of $668 million in operating income. 
According to the railroads, the boost 
in net income would result in an in­ 
dustrywide rate of return of 5.27 per 
cent, less than what the ICC said in a 
1971 rate case was an adequate level of 
earnings. 
The petition to the ICC said current 
net earnings “ are favorable only in 
comparison with the deeply depressed 
levels of other recent years and are 
significantly lower than the levels of 20 
years ago.”

TV fires 
under study 
by panel 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) 
- A New 
Jersey man whose family was killed in 
a house fire urged the government 
today to move with “ all deliberate 
speed” 
to 
protect 
others 
from 
television sets that can burn, fatally 
shock people or explode. 
Peter B. Young, who was critically 
burned in a blaze that claimed his wife, 
20-month-old daughter and mother-in- 
law, was the lead-off witness at a two- 
day public hearing before the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Commission. 
He said it “ seems quite likely” to him 
that a faulty TV set started the fire in 
his Summit home on the night of Jan. I, 
1973, as well as two succeeding fires in 
neighboring Roseland and North 
Caldwell that took ll more lives. 
Young said the commission must 
develop mandatory federal safety 
standards for the manufacture of new 
TV sets and somehow make safe the 45 
million sets already in use. 
He suggested that the industry be 
required to place a simple shut-off 
switch on the cords of old sets across 
the country and broadcast public 
warnings. 
Until the government acts, he said in 
prepared testimony, “ I will stand by 
my advice to citizens and friends to pull 
the plug, especially at bedtime, or even 
any time when the set is not in use.” 
Zenith and RCA, manufacturers of 
the sets Young associated with the New 
Jersey fires, have denied that their 
products caused the blazes.

Sacramento F B I office, said the FB I 
cannot assume the messages received 
by the Bee are not the real thing 
“ Since the life of the victim is still in 
jeopardy and the lives of police officers 
are in jeopardy, we can’t take that 
chance,” Reed said. 
The messages, one in pencil and the 
other on a tape, were sent by mail to the 
Bee in a brown manila package with a 
Berkeley postmark. 
Before arrival of the package, the 
last communication from the SLA was 
received April 3. In it, Miss Hearst re­ 
nounced her family and said she had 
become an SLA comrade.

Truckers' use of radios 
poses problems for FCC 


WASHINGTON (A P) — For the men 
in the big rigs it’s a chance to chat, to 
find out what the roads are like ahead 
and to warn friends of Smokey Bear. 
For some Ohio prostitutes looking for 
customers among the truckers, it was a 
means of advertising. 
And for police and the Federal 
Communications Commission, it’s a 
headache. 
All this involves short-wave radio 
carried by truckers, often unlicensed, 
used by many of them to help avoid 
state weighing stations and to learn the 
whereabouts of Smokey Bear — their 
name for police. 
The states want the FCC to crack 
down on the truckers, creating a 
dilemma for the federal agency, which 
can monitor the conversations. 
The problem is that it is illegal to 
divulge information learned in an in­ 
tercepted radio message, so the FCC 
isn’t sure it can tell state troopers what 
the truckers are doing. 
And the question also has come up 
whether the state police themselves 
can monitor the truckers. 
The answer may be in a recent 
decision by the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Arizona. It ruled that as a 
result of the 1968 Crime Control and 
Safe Streets Act, the Communications 
Act’s prohibition against divulging 
intercepted conversations does not 
apply to law enforcement officers. 
Citizens band radio, usually called 
“ C B,” is reserved for necessary 
conversation to give all users a chance. 
The chitchat allowed “ ham” amateur 
operators on other bands is forbidden 
by the FCC. 
James C. McKinney, who heads the 
FCC’s field monitoring, said while 
there is misuse of the radios by some 
truckers, there are many truckers who 
use their radios commendably to help 
others. They pass the word about shut­ 
down and unsafe roads, report ac­ 
cidents and help motorists. 
One misuse noted was by prostitutes 
in Ohio who pulled alongside truckers 
and broadcast on their frequency: 
“ What you see is what you get ....”

SAN FRANCISCO (A P) — Despite 
mounting 
protests 
and 
court 
challenges, police are continuing their 
stop-and-search of young blacks in 
their hunt for the Zebra killer. 
More than 435 black men have been 
stopped since the systematic street 
questioning began last Wednesday, 
Police Lt. William O’Connor said Mon­ 
day. He said police plan to call in 125 
reservists to replace desk officers 
needed for “ Operation Zebra,” the 
code-name police have given the case. 
About 250 demonstrators, mostly 
young whites, picketed city hall 
Monday evening protesting the sear­ 
ches authorized by Mayor Joseph L. 
Alioto. Th*' noisy crowd taunted Alioto 
as he emerged from the building and 
pounded his car with their fists. 
At noon, about 40 picketers from the 
Committee Against Racism, a campus- 
based group, marched in front of city 
hall chanting “ Operation Zebra Must 
Go.” 
Alioto has defended the dragnet as an 
extraordinary measure needed to catch 
“ a mad killer.” Since last November, 
12 whites have been killed and six 
wounded by a black gunman or gun­ 
men. All were shot apparently without 
warning or motive. 
The American Civil Liberties Union 
filed a class action suit against city 
officials Monday on behalf of six young 


black men, asking a federal court judge 
to halt the questioning. 
City officials also have been called to 
appear in U.S. District Court Wed­ 
nesday to answer another suit filed by 
the NA ACP seeking to stop the sear­ 
ches on constitutional grounds. 
Police say they are stopping only 
those blacks who fit descriptions of the 
Zebra killer given to them by the 
surviving victims and that most of 
those stopped have been understanding 
and cooperative. 
But black leaders have denounced 
the manhunt as harassment, and the 
NAACP says it has hundreds of com­ 
plaints from men subjected to the 
procedure, many of whom claim they 
bear no resemblance to the killer’s 
description.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )— Gov. John 
J. Gilligan planned to sign a long 
awaited bill revising Ohio’s campaign 
financing laws today but it won’t apply 
in time for the May 7 primary election. 
It was one of two major bills that 
emerged from the legislature April 4— 
before the lawmakers went into 
recess—after months of negotiations. 
The other, a measure establishing a 
five-member State Energy Com­ 
mission to gather information about the 
energy problem, was signed by Gilli­ 
gan Monday.

A question of definition 


For many years the Supreme 
Court has been engaged in an effort 
to reconcile the First Amendment 
and proscription of so-called ob­ 
scenity. The heart of the problem is 
a m atter of definition. 
Sometimes, reviewing the court’s 
long struggle with this problem, one 
gets a vision of dim Herculean 
figures wrestling endlessly against 
an opponent that is both strong and 
slippery. 
Yet for all their 
wrestling the 
justices have not yet succeeded in 
satisfactorily defining obscenity or 
resolving the legal tension between 
attempted obscenity control and 
rights of free expression. 
The issue is before the court again. 
Oral arguments have just been 
heard in two cases growing out of a 


series of close decisions last June in 
which the earlier concept of a 
national obscenity strandard was 
abandoned in favor of community 
standards. 
The difficulty, as many observers 
foresaw W ien those rulings were 
handed do<vn, is that the court left 
vague ana unresolved the m atter of 
what constitutes a “community” for 
this purpose, not to mention how 
supposed community standards are 
to be arrived at. 
One of the two cases now before 
the court involves the banning of the 
motion 
picture, 
“ Carnal 
Knowledge,” in Albany, Ga., on the 
basis of supposed com m unity 
standards there. The ban came at a 
time when this picture - rated “R,” 
incidentally - had already been 


. viewed by a multitude of Americans 
elsewhere. 
The other case raises a tricky 
question left undecided in last June's 
decisions. In essence the question is: 
In applying the federal law against 
mailing “obscene” material, what 
obscenity standards are to be used? 
Neither of these cases precisely 
requires a new definition of ob­ 
scenity for legal purposes; each is 
mainly concerned with the m atter of 
the standards against which a book 
or movie or some other form of 
expression is to be measured. 
Still, the root problem continues to 
be one of definition. It will be in­ 
teresting to see whether, this time 
around, the Supreme Court will 
again address itself to this per­ 
plexing question. 
A WORD EDGEWISE . . . by John P. Roche 
Another Balkan war? 


In term s of the Wilsonian ideal of 
ethnic self-determination, Yugoslavia 
was from 
the outset in 
1918 an 
ethnographer’s nightmare. Basically it 
consisted of the former independent 
kingdoms of Serbia and Montenegro 
and the former 
Austro-Hungarian 
provinces of Slovenia and Croatia. 
To make life more diverse there were 
also 
a 
significant 
num ber 
of 
Hungarians, Albanians and Vlachs. If 
you 
took 
a 
different 
slice, 
you 
discovered Moslems, Roman Catholics 
and Greek Catholics of several 
disputatious rites. 
You also found both the Roman and 
the Cyrillie alphabets. 
Although theoretically united, there 
was perpetual bickering between the 
national groups, led by the Croats and 
Slovenians who were convinced that 
they w ere supporting a w elfare 
program for the less-advanced Serbs. 
It was commonly stated that King 
Alexander was the only "Yugoslav.” 
Well, the situation hasn’t changed 
much under the impact of Com­ 
munism. The Slovenes and the Croats 
still 
hate the Serbs 
(indeed, 
the 
Croatian Communist Party was just 
purged 
of 
“ petty 
bourgeois 
chauvinists” ). 
Communist Bulgaria has never given 
up hope of incorporating Yugoslav 
Macedonia, and the Maoite outpost, 
Albania, has plans for the Yugoslav 
Albanians. 
It is now commonly stated that Josef 
Broz Tito is the only “Yugoslav.” 


AND MARSHALL TITO is 82 years 
old and allegedly suffering from a 
terminal illness. What can we expect 
when he dies? 
Immediately you raise that question, 
the issue of Soviet intentions enters 
the picture. Specifically, does the 
“ Brezhnev Doctrine,” which asserts 
the Soviet prerogative of maintaining 
Communist purity in 
the satellite 
states, apply to Yugoslavia? 
Tito has been trying to get Brezhnev 
to flatly repudiate it, but the latter has 
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been 
ch aracteristically 
cagey. 
Moreover, Tito — who managed to 
escape the Moscow purges of the Stalin 
era — is far too wily to believe anything 
the Soviet boss might say. 
He is, for example, well aware of the 
standard Soviet gambit, which 
is 
known to experts as the “Karelian 
Caper.” 
In 1939, when Russia invaded 
Finland, a group of Finnish Com­ 
munists — who had been kept on ice in 
Moscow — suddenly appeared in the 
Karelian border region, announced 
they were the legitimate government of 
Finland and asked the Soviets to help 
them regain power. (The Soviets ac­ 
cepted their invitation, but later put 
them back on ice.) 
This technique was also utilized 
fruitfully with Poland. But when last 
employed, in Czechoslovakia, 1968, it 
fizzled. 
Yet Moscow is persistent and may 
well be grooming a clutch of Yugoslavs 
who will call on the Warsaw Pact to 
prevent the nation from falling into the 
hands of “reactionaries.” 
In fact, about a month ago Maj. Gen. 
Jan Sejna, a Czech defector in 1968, 
announced in Vienna that the Red 
Army had a contingency plan, code­ 
named “Polarka,” for dealing with 
“ undesirable 
developm ents’’ 
in 
Yugoslavia after Tito’s death. The plan 
contemplated first, an invasion of 
Austria; second, invading Yugoslavia 
from there; and, third, employing 
Czech troops, thus keeping the Soviet 
Union out of the direct line of respon­ 
sibility. 
This 
set 
the 
china 
rattling 
in 
diplomatic circles: the Russians said it 
was a CIA invention (which is what 


they would say in any case), and both 
Vienna 
and 
B elgrade 
were 
un­ 
derstandably unsettled. 


“ POLARKA" sounds fishy to me for 
the simplest of reasons. Why go from 
Atlanta to Birmingham via Richmond? 
The obvious line of attack 
upon 
Y ugoslavia sta rts with adjacent 
Hungary, and if the Soviets want to 
employ 
surrogate 
troops, 
the 
Hungarians are there and probably not 
unwilling to “liberate” their fellow 
Magyars who have been suffering 
under Yugoslav revisionist tyranny. 
This would 
have 
the 
additional 
benefit of not automatically involving 
Britain, France and the United States, 
who underw rote the 1955 treaty 
restoring Austrian independence. 
In any event, there will be trouble 
when Tito rejoins his generation. There 
simply is no Yugoslav elite — instead, 
there are Serbian, Croatian, Slovenian 
and, for all I know, Albanian elites. 
The only things that hold them 
together are the charisma of Tito and, 
not to be neglected, the efficiency of the 
secret police. Not only is Tito the sole 
“Yugoslav,” but he has completely 
failed in all efforts to reconcile the 
various ethnic blocs. 
In fact, there is a sense in which one 
can argue that he trapped himself: 
after all, if Yugoslavia could raise the 
banner of “ national com m unism -' 
against the USSR, how could Tito in 
principle oppose the Croats and 
Slovenes applying the same thesis to 
the internal structure of Yugoslavia? 
I hope our Secretary of State has time 
to worry about this; Balkan Wars are 
unfashionable, but not impossible.

CONCORD, N.H. (AP) - Olympic 
Refineries Inc., a com pany with 
$150,000 in known assets, has plans for a 
$600 million oil refinery — but so far, no 
place to build it. 
After being barred from its first- 
choice site by the voters of Durham, 
N.H., Olympic decided to wait for 
another town near New Hampshire’s 
18-mile Atlantic coastline to invite the 
company in. 
Newmarket, just to the south of 
Durham, voted last week in favor of the 
refinery, and the company went back to 
the drawing 
board 
to 
develop 
a 
proposal 
that 
would 
fit 
there. 
Rochester, inland and to the north, is to 
vote May I on whether to approve 
refinery construction there. 
Olympic is an Aristotle Onassis 
corporation, although public records 
don’t show the role of the Greek 
shipping magnate. The refinery plan 


has the support of New Hampshire’s 
governor and largest newspaper, but 
virtually no information is available 
about its resources or plans. 
There are indications Onassis is 
determined to build an oil refinery, if 
not in New Hampshire then perhaps in 
Rhode Island or Louisiana. 
“It’s like fighting a phantom,” said 
John Gibson, a spokesman for Save Our 
Shores, a citizens’ group opposing the 
refinery. “They make statements and 
deny them the next day. They make 
promises and break them. Sometimes 
you don’t even know who ‘they’ are.” 
Constantine G. Gratsos, president of 
Olympic R efineries, is the chief 
representative of Onassis interests in 
New York. 
In a recent telephone interview, 
Gratsos said Onassis has wanted to 
build an oil refinery for several years, 
that the shipping magnate is sole owner 


of Olympic Refineries stock and that 
financial information about the com­ 
pany is not available. Then he hung up. 
The first inkling of Olympic’s ac­ 
tivities came last October when a 
seacoast community weekly, Publick 
Occurrences, carried a report that land 
buying was under way on Durham 
Point. The story mentioned rumors 
that an oil refinery was planning to 
locate on the site.

NEW YORK (AP) — Hollywood’s 
blank cartridge industry, which en­ 
joyed boom times during television’s 
m u c h -criticized shoot-em-up era of the 
late 1950s, faces a bleak outlook next 
season. And it may get worse. 
A look at the NBC and CBS program 
lists for next fall shows TV gunfire and 
other violence, already on the wane 
amid continued heat from Congress 
and citizens’ groups, continues to 
decrease. 
ABC has not yet announced its fall 
schedule. 
Shows emphasizing what the trade 
calls “human values” are on the rise, 
with the exception of CBS’ new “Planet 
of the Apes” series, which is serious 
monkey business. 
Excluding made-for-TV films or 
recent movies, which may or may not 
have violence, there’ll still be the 
sounds of guns blasting and bodies 
falling, albeit on a controlled scale, 
next fall on NBC and CBS. 
But save for three shows in which 
mayhem might occur— “Gunsmoke,” 
“NBC Sunday Mystery Movie” and 
“Adam-12”—none of the potentially 
violent series in the new CBS-NBC 
lineups airs until 9 p.m. EIDT., when 
most of the nation’s younger viewers 
theoretically are abed. 
The strongest indication of the trend 
toward less violence at any hour is in 
NBC’s new lineup. Out of 12 new en­ 
tries, one is a situation comedy, two are 
comedy-dramas and five are “human 
value” series. 
CBS, which gave the last category 
impetus by sticking with 
“The 
Waltons” through lean ratings times, 
also is keeping pace. Only one of its new

Henley trial 
slated July I 
in San Antonio 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) — Elmer 


Wayne Henley will go on trial here July 
I in the deaths of six of the 27 teenaged 
victims of the Texas mass murder 
case. 
' District Court Judge Preston Dial 
ordered prosecution and defense at­ 
torneys to be ready to start jury 
selection on July I and to begin the 
presentation of testimony on July 8. 


The teen-agers were killed in what 
the state describes as a homosexual 
torture ring. 
In a 20-minute session on Monday, 
Dial also disposed of nine defense 
motions. He granted only one. 


He refused to move the trial out of 


San Antonio because of publicity here 
— the same reason Henley’s trial was 
transferred from Houston. Instead, he 
said he would try to pick a jury and 
grant the change of venue only if he 
were unable to find 12 unprejudiced 
persons to serve on it. 
He also refused to delay the trial 


because of publicity. 
He granted defense lawyer Will 


Gray’s motion to question individually 
all potential jurors who had heard or 
read about the case. 
No trial date has been set for David 


Owen Brooks, 19, who is charged with 
four murders in the case. 
The state claims Henley and Brooks 


procured other teenaged males for 
parties given by Dean A. Corll, 33, 
which ended in homosexual rape and 
torture. 
The bodies of 27 victims were found 


buried at various locations in and 
around Houston last August. . 
Henley shot Corll to death after a sex 


and drug party at Corll’s home in the 
Houston suburb of Pasadena on Aug. 8. 
The shooting was subsequently ruled 
self-defense.

Homestead exemption 
funds received here

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohioans 
taking up bicycle and motorcycle 
riding because of the energy crisis 
almost certainly will face some new 
traffic laws. 
So would automobile drivers and 
pedestrians under an omnibus bill 
which has passed the Ohio House and 
now is pending in the Senate. 
House sponsors said there was no 
way to estimate how many Ohioans 
may have switched all or in part to 
motor bike or bicycle use to save 
gasoline, but they think the number is 
significant. 
Rep. Kenneth R. Cox, D-41 Bar­ 
berton, said bicycles are one of the 
hottest selling items on the retail 
market. Cox, who recently bought a 
bicycle, helped defend provisions in the 
bill that he said would help make two- 
wheel travel safer than under present 
laws. 
The bill requires bicycle bells or 
other audible signals that may be heard 
up to IOO feet. It also requires an 
adequate brake for all bikes without a 
motor, or with a friction-type motor of 
one horsepower or more. 
The fine for not having a bell would 
be HOO for a first offense. A second 
conviction could bring a $250 fine and 
up to 30 days in jail. 


The bill prohibits bicycles to use 
streets and highways if a useable 
bicycle path has been provided. 
Bicycles would have to have a front 
white light and a red taillight or 
reflector, both visible at 500 feet. 
Most present laws would continue to 
apply to motorcycles. New language 
would prohibit riding sidesaddle, 
requiring motorcyclists to ride face 
forward with one leg on either side of 
the machine. 
For the first time the bill spells out in 
the law the right of motorcyclists on 
miltilane highways to pass other mo­ 
torcycles from another lane when both 
are going in the same direction. 
Ironically the changes were put into 
the bill not because of the energy crisis, 
but to meet requirements in the 
Federal Highway Safety Act of 1966 and 
subsequent standards adopted by the 
U.S. Department of Transportation. 
Failure to comply could mean loss of 
the state’s federal highway safety 
funds, said Rep. Alan E. Norris, R-27 
Westerville, the bill’s main sponsor. 
Although other 
provisions are 
numerous they are generally minor in 
nature. Laws against driving while 
intoxicated would remain generally 
intact, as would speed limits and other 
m ajor code sections with which 
Ohioans are most familiar. 
Several changes affect pedestrians, 


including one that makes it illegal to 
walk on a roadway while intoxicated or 
under the influence of drugs. 
Others require pedestrians to yield to 
any emergency vehicle with a flashing 
light, even in a crosswalk, and to yield 
to all vehicles when not in a crosswalk 
Still another section makes it illegal 
for a pedestrian to stand on a st r net or 
highway “ to solicit employment, 
business or contributions." TTiis section 
could affect such fund-raising efforts as 
Colum bus’ Charity Newsies 
md 
others. 
The bill permits a motorist to * der 
an intersection with caution on a yellow 
signal while a traffic light is changing, 
but the motorist still may not enter an 
intersection on red. 
Emergency vehicles using flashing 
lights have to turn at least one on when 
exceeding a speed limit in response to 
an em ergency call. School buses 
equipped with red flasher lights could 
use them only when stopped or stop 
ping. 
And, for the first time, the bill would 
make it illegal for a motorist to leave 
this ignition keys in his parked vehicle 
Under present law police may remove 
such keys, but the owner is not 
violating the law.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) —

In the past 
two years, enrollment at the American 
school in Buenos Aires has decreased 
from 900 to less than 400.

This rule of playing second- 
hand-low on defense is gen­ 
erally a very sound practice, 
but, as with all generalities, you 
shouldn’t allow the rule to 
dominate your thinking. 
West led a spade, won by 
South with the ten. With only 
eight tricks in sight, it was 
obvious to declarer that his 
most promising source for a 
ninth lay 
in 
hearts. 
Ac­ 
cordingly, he played a heart and 


finessed the eight after West 
followed low. 
East took the jack — he could 
have saved a trick by ducking — 
and returned a spade. Even­ 
tually South scored ten tricks 
consisting of four hearts, two 
spades, two diamonds and two 
clubs. 
But West could have beaten 
the contract by playing the 
queen on the first heart lead. To 
do so could not cost him a trick. 
If South had the jack, dummy’s 
five hearts were all tricks, while 
if East had the jack, the queen 
play might hold dummy to two 
tricks. 
Declarer could not have 
recovered from the queen play. 
Restricted to two tricks in each 
suit, he inevitably would have 
failed. 
It is true that a defender 
usually follows low when he is 
second-hand and rarely plays a 
high card in order to force a 
higher one from dummy. But 
here the queen is clearly the 
right play. West can easily 
assume that if he plays low on 
the first heart lead declarer will 
also play low from dummy. 
It follows from this that if it is 
to declarer’s advantage to play 
the eight after West plays the 
five, it must be correspondingly 
disadvantageous for West to 
allow him to do so. He should 
therefore put up the queen.

Establishing Paternity 


Is it possible to definitely 
establish that a particular 
person is the father of a child? 
Mr. J.H.W., La. 
Dear Mr. W.: 
The question of paternity 
cannot always be definitely 
decided by the study of the 
major blood groups. 
Every child is born with a 
blood group that is inherited 
from one of the parents. These 
four main groups have sub­ 
divisions which, in some in­ 
stances, may be of value in 
establishing paternity. 
These are called M and N sub­ 
groups. They have been used in 
some cases of questionable 
paternity. 
Not all states in the country 
will accept these blood studies 
as positive evidence of pater­ 
nity. But where it is legally 
admissible, the M and N sub­ 
groups may positively show 
that the person accused of 
paternity is not the father. 
On the other hand, the M and 
N 
sub-groups 
need 
not 
necessarily prove that the 
person accused of paternity is 
the father.

The noises are usually caused 
by air that is trapped in the 
stomach and in the intestines. A 
small amount of air is normally 
swallowed while eating or 
drinking. Sometimes an ex­ 
cessive amount of air is un­ 
consciously swallowed during 
rapid eating. 
You might try eating smaller 
quantities at more frequent 
intervals. Chewing foods more 
slowly and eating without 
emotional pressure may be 
helpful. 
There are some mild charcoal 
medications that are given to 
relieve gas bubbles. 
The stereophonic sounds of 
borborygmus have more social 
meaning 
than 
medical 
significance.

Oil companies' 
profits skyrocket 


NEW YORK (AP) — Exxon Corp., 
the nation’s largest oil company, said 
today its profits for the last three 
months are 39 per cent above levels 
reported a year ago. 
The giant oil company said it made 
$708 million in the three months ended 
M arch 31, com pared with $508 million 
reported last year. It noted however 
that the latest gain was down 10.4 per 
cent from the last q uarter of 1973, when 
Exxon earned $787 million. 
Exxon’s earnings follow by a day 
announcem ents by G ulf Oil and 
Standard Oil of Indiana— Amoco—both 
of which reported first quarter profits 
m ore than 75 per cent above the year- 
earlier period. 
Exxon said sales for the three months 
totaled $9.95 billion, com pared with 
$6.24 billion for the sam e period in 1973. 
On a per share basis, the company said 
it earned $3.15 a share versus $2.27 a 
share. 
Commenting on 
the 
firm ’s 
per­ 
fo rm an ce, E xxon C hairm an J.K . 
Jam ieson cited an $80 million profit 
resulting from the sale or appreciation 
of oil inventories. These inventories in­ 
creased in value as the price of 
replacing them rose as well. Jam ieson 
said the inventory profits were “not 
expected to recu r.’’ 
The 
Exxon 
chairm an 
also 
said 
earnings had been reduced based on 
the estim ated affect of a tax bill now 
before the U.S. Congress. The bill 
would be retroactive to Jan. I and 
would affect only foreign earnings, 
Jam ieson said. 
Asked how much taxes had been 
deducted from the gross earnings, an 


Exxon spokesman said, “ We haven’t 
busted that out y et.” 
Exxon’s earnings are also based on 
an estim ate of the cost of oil bought 
from the Middle E astern producing na­ 
tions. A greem ents co v erin g these 
prices are currently in negotiation. 
“ Until these m atters a re settled, the 
costs of Middle E ast oil are being ac­ 
crued on the basis of our best judgm ent 
as to the likely resolution of the un­ 
c e rta in tie s ,” Ja m ie so n said . The 
com pany did not indicate the estim ated 
cost of that oil. 
G ulf and S ta n d a rd of Indiana 
(Amoco) attributed their increased 
earnings to overseas operations. 
Gulf, one of the top five com panies in 
oil sales, reported earnings of $290 
million, or $1.49 per share of common 
stock, for the first three m onths of 1974. 
This was 76 per cent above the $165 
million or 80 cents a share earned in the 
corresponding period last year. 
Standard Oil of Indiana, ranked in 
the top IO according to sales, an­ 
nounced profits of $219 million, 81 per

Nixon wins tapes delay 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon has asked for and been granted a 
five day extension in responding to a 
House Judiciary subpoena for White 
House tapes, a spokesm an said today. 
A high level adm inistration official 
said co m m ittee c h a irm a n 
Peter. 
Rodino, D-N.J., agreed to a White 
House request that the subpoena dead­ 
line be set for next Tuesday instead of 
this Thursday. 
According to close Nixon advisers, 
the President still has not finally 
decided the form or content of a 
response to the subpoena for 42 tape 
recorded conversations he held with 
since-departed aides. 


One official said that White House 
representatives told he committee 
staff that it was a “very tim e con­ 
suming job to compile and prepare 
m aterial” for the answer. 
This was an apparent reference to 
the transcription of the tape recor­ 
dings, which one source said was made 
m ore difficult because portions of the 
conversations are virtually inaudible. 
This official also said Nixon “wanted 
to take additional time to review the 
response to the com m ittee and that 
because of his schedule such a review 
could not be completed by Thursday.

“The President wants to deal with 
this m atter in a cooperative and 
reasonable way. He does not seek a 
confrontation,” the official said. 
It was nonetheless clear that Nixon 
was considering ways to blunt what one 
official called “escalating requests on 
all fronts” for more tapes of presi­ 
dential conversations. 
This official said that while Nixon has 
not decided precisely how to proceed, 
he still plans “ a com prehensive 
statem ent, a comprehensive response” 
to the subpoena.

In a question-and-answer session at 
the annual meeting of The Associated 
Press, Ford was asked whether he 
thought W atergate and its coverup 
could hav e occu rred w ithout his 
knowledge if he had been president at 
the time. 
“ It’s pretty hard to put yourself back 
into the shoes of somebody else in a 
situation like th at,” Ford told 1,300 
newspaper and broadcast industry 
leaders. “ I do read the papers ... very 
extensively. 
I couldn’t 
have

oblivious to some of the things that 
were going on, that had taken place or 
transpired. 
“ It would be my technique if I were in 
those shoes — which I hope and trust 
does not take place — to w ant to find 
out as quickly as possible,” Ford said. 
“ I assum e that the President did. In 
fact, I have good reason to believe that 
he did. 
“ Unfortunately,” Ford added, “some 
of the people who should have known 
obviously did not give him the full 
story. 
“ Now w hether there should have

judgm ent,” he said. “And in my case, I 
think I would have tried to nudge some 
of my employes about as hard as I 
possibly could.”

John Glenn’s cam paign director said 
Monday a “dirty tricks” charge leveled 
against the Dem ocratic senatorial can­ 
didate was a dirty trick.

Court of appeals 
reopens company 
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SILVER BAY, Minn. (AP) — The 
3,100 employes of Reserve Mining Co. 
began rushing back to their jobs early 
today, saved from the unemployment 
rolls by a temporary court order which 
puts the iron ore manufacturer back in 
business. 
The order was issued late Monday 
night in Springfield, Mo., by a three- 
judge panel of the 8th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. The panel stayed a lower 
court ruling which ordered Reserve 
shut down until May 15, when it said the 
full circuit court would hold a hearing 
to determine whether to allow the 
company to continue operating while a 
full appeal is heard. 
The Saturday ruling by U.S. District 
Judge Miles Lord in Minneapolis or­ 
dered Reserve’s huge iron ore 
processing plant at Silver Bay shut 
down at 12:01 a.m. Sunday because of 
pollution into Lake Superior. 
Reserve, which is owned jointly by 
the Republic and Armco steel com­ 
panies and produces 15 per cent of the 
iron ore used in the nation’s steel- 
making blast furnaces, also closed its 


taconite mine at Babbitt, 47 miles 
inland from here, at 12:01 a.m. Sunday. 
And suddenly 3,100 persons were out of 
work and the two small towns faced the 
prospect of becoming little more than 
welfare centers. 
First to arrive at the plant were 
foremen and superintendents to 
prepare it for production. Company 
officials said they expected operations 
to be back to normal before the day is 
out. And critics said that meant the 
company would again be pouring 67,000 
tons of rock wastes a day into Lake 
Superior.

But critics frequently charged his 
administration was — as one put it — 
one of “frustrating inefficiency and 
bureaucratic bungling.” 
There also have been charges that 
the VA under Johnson had become a

Democratic 
governors 
study 1976 


CHICAGO (AP) — If Democrats are 
to regain the White House in 1976, they 
must do more than simply rely on 
political fallout from Watergate. 
That was the message given to 15 
Democratic governors who met here 
Sunday and Monday. 
Absent from consideration in closed 
business sessions during the final day 
of the Democratic Governors Con­ 
ference were resolutions relating 
specifically 
to 
Watergate, 
and 
discussion about Watergate was 
generally lacking, said some of those 
who attended. 
Democratic national 
chairman 
Robert S. Strauss and Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, D-Minn. — the two featured 
speakers — sounded similiar themes: 
Watergate should help Democrats in 
November’s congressional elections, 
but a sure-fire program must be for­ 
mulated on which to run a successful 
presidential candidate in 1976. 
“To put it bluntly, 1974 and 1975 are 
years of decision and years of op­ 
portunity for the Democrats,” said 
Humphrey. He said he was hopeful of 
big congressional wins in November 
and possibly a Democratic-controlled, 
“veto-proof” Congress. 
Mansfield joins supporters 
of anti-inflation tax cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
has joined a growing number of 
Congress members supporting a 
substantial tax cut to help Americans 
hard hit by spiralling inflation. 
However, Chairman Arthur Burns of 
the Federal Reserve Board said 
Monday he opposes a tax cut. Rather, 
the board plans to use money and in­ 
terest policies to fight inflation, even 
though such policies could hurt the 
home building industry, Burns said. 
Mansfield, noting increasing support 
for a tax cut among legislators and 
economists, said, “This is something 
we can do for the average working stiff 
who’s carrying the load in this coun­ 
try.” 
Inflation is running at a rate of more 
than IO per cent annually, according to 
government statistics. 
Mansfield said the revenue lost 
through a tax cut could be made up by 
closing tax loopholes and by reducing 
spending for defense, foreign aid and 
space. 
Sen. Robert P. Griffin of Michigan, 
the acting Republican leader, told 


newsmen he does not think there is 
going to be a tax cut this year. But he 
added that one might be justified if 
necessary to head off a recession. 
Sen. Carl Curtis, R-Neb., a senior 
member of the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee, said Congress ought to be 
talking about balancing the budget 
instead of cutting taxes. 
“Let’s deal with the cause of inflation 
and not fool the American people with 
talk about a tex cut,” Curtis said. 
Sens. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., and 
Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn., also have 
urged a tax reduction. 
In the House, Speaker Carl Albert of 
Oklahoma and Chairman Wilbur D. 
Mills of the powerful Ways and Means 
Committee have indicated they would 
support such a move unless there is a 
marked upturn in the economy soon. 
Burns did not elaborate on his op­ 
position to a tax cut. 
However, administration spokesmen 
have said that a tax reduction would be 
inflationary and would not have any 
immediate effect on the economy.

Rail increase 
requested 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation’s 
railroads say “an urgent need for 
additional revenue” is prompting them 
to request permission for a IO per cent 
hike in freight rates. 
In a petition Monday to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the industry 
warned that some major rail carriers 
“are in immediate danger of ceasing 
operations because of lack of cash.” 
While reliance on railroads for 
freight transportation is increasing, the 
industry told the ICC, resources to 
meet that demand “are grossly in­ 
sufficient.” 
The railroads said the requested IO 
per cent increase, plus a I per cent rate 
hike still pending for eastern and west­ 
ern regions, would produce about $1.6 
billion annually. 
Of this total, $932 million would be 
needed to offset increased expenses, 
taxes and rents, leaving a net increase 
of $668 million in operating income. 
According to the railroads, the boost 
in net income would result in an in­ 
dustrywide rate of return of 5.27 per 
cent, less than what the ICC said in a 
1971 rate case was an adequate level of 
earnings. 
The petition to the ICC said current 
net earnings “are favorable only in 
comparison with the deeply depressed 
levels of other recent years and are 
significantly lower than the levels of 20 
years ago.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - A New 
Jersey man whose family was killed in 
a house fire urged the government 
today to move with “all deliberate 
speed” to protect others 
from 
television sets that can burn, fatally 
shock people or explode. 
Peter B. Young, who was critically 
burned in a blaze that claimed his wife, 
20-month-old daughter and mother-in- 
law, was the lead-off witness at a two- 
day public hearing before the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Commission. 
He said it “seems quite likely” to him 
that a faulty TV set started the fire in 
his Summit home on the night of Jan. I, 
1973, as well as two succeeding fires in 
neighboring Roseland and North 
Caldwell that took ll more lives. 
Young said the commission must 
develop mandatory federal safety 
standards for the manufacture of new 
TV sets and somehow make safe the 45 
million sets already in use. 
He suggested that the industry be 
required to place a simple shut-off 
switch on the cords of old sets across 
the country and broadcast public 
warnings. 
Until the government acts, he said in 
prepared testimony, “I will stand by 
my advice to citizens and friends to pull 
the plug, especially at bedtime, or even 
any time when the set is not in use.”

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) — The 
FBI says it “can’t take the chance” 
that the two latest messages purported 
to be from the Symbionese Liberation 
Army are not authentic. 
The FBI said it will assume the 
messages are real because they 
threaten to kill policemen if SLA 
members are harmed and because the 
life of newspaper heiress Patricia 
Hearst may still be in danger. 
The messages, signed by a “General 
Pax,” do not reflect the usual pattern of 
the terrorist group. They were received 
Monday by the Sacramento Bee, and 
said five California peace officers 
would be executed for any SLA 
member killed. 
The SLA, a group which authorities 
believe is multiracial, heavily armed 
and numbers about 25 young men and 
women, claims responsibility for the 
Feb. 4 kidnaping of Miss Hearst. 
John Reed, agent in charge of the 


Sacramento FBI office, said the FBI 
cannot assume the messages received 
by the Bee are not the real thing. 
“Since the life of the victim is still in 
jeopardy and the lives of police officers 
are in jeopardy, we can’t take that 
chance,” Reed said. 
The messages, one in pencil and the 
other on a tape, were sent by mail to the 
Bee in a brown manila package with a 
Berkeley postmark. 
Before arrival of the package, the 
last communication from the SLA was 
received April 3. In it, Miss Hearst re­ 
nounced her family and said she had 
become an SLA comrade. 
Previous communications have 
included evidence purported to show 
that the SLA had kidnaped Miss 
Hearst. But the Monday messages 
lacked any such evidence.

Truckers' use of radios 


poses problem s for FCC 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For the men 
in the big rigs it’s a chance to chat, to 
find out what the roads are like ahead 
and to warn friends of Smokey Bear. 
For some Ohio prostitutes looking for 
customers among the truckers, it was a 
means of advertising. 
And for police and the Federal 
Communications Commission, it’s a 
headache. 
All this involves short-wave radio 
carried by truckers, often unlicensed, 
used by many of them to help avoid 
state weighing stations and to learn the 
whereabouts of Smokey Bear — their 
name for police. 
The states want the FCC to crack 
down on the truckers, creating a 
dilemma for the federal agency, which 
can monitor the conversations. 
The problem is that it is illegal to 
divulge information learned in an in­ 
tercepted radio message, so the FCC 
isn’t sure it can tell state troopers what 
the truckers are doing. 
And the question also has come up 
whether the state police themselves 
can monitor the truckers. 
The answer may be in a recent 
decision by the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Arizona. It ruled that as a 
result of the 1968 Crime Control and 
Safe Streets Act, the Communications 
Act’s prohibition against divulging 
intercepted conversations does not 
apply to law enforcement officers. 
Citizens band radio, usually called 
“ CB,” is reserved for necessary 
conversation to give all users a chance. 
The chitchat allowed “ham” amateur 
operators on other bands is forbidden 
by the FCC. 
James C. McKinney, who heads the 
FCC’s field monitoring, said while 
there is misuse of the radios by some 
truckers, there are many truckers who 
use their radios commendably to help 
others. They pass the word about shut­ 
down and unsafe roads, report ac­ 
cidents and help motorists. 
One misuse noted was by prostitutes 
in Ohio who pulled alongside truckers 
and broadcast on their frequency: 
“What you see is what you get ....”

Bewildered apartm ent dwellers, 
many of them evacuated in their bed 
clothes, told similar stories of being 
awakened suddenly by the blast and 
finding their apartments in chaos.

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) - 
More than 2,000 Cambodian troops 
were under heavy Khmer Rouge attack 
today at the Longvek camp, cut off in 
rebel territory 25 miles north of Phnom 
Penh and with no prospect of relief or 
rescue. 
Helicopters were evacuating the 
wounded, and the Cambodian air force 
was attacking Khmer Rouge positions 
in the area and dropping food and 
ammunition to the camp. But ob- 
servers’in Phnom Penh said the troops 
at Longvek would have to save 
themselves or be overrun. 
The camp’s 1,500-man garrison has 
been under attack for a month, since 
the Khmer Rouge captured Oudong, 
the 17th century capital of the Khmer 
empire two miles to the south.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Despite

challenges, police are continuing their 
stop-and-search of young blacks in 
their hunt for the Zebra killer. 
More than 435 black men have been 
stopped since the systematic street 
questioning began last Wednesday, 
Police Lt. William O’Connor said Mon­ 
day. He said police plan to call in 125 
reservists to replace desk officers 
needed for “Operation Zebra,” the 
code-name police have given the case. 
About 250 demonstrators, mostly 
young whites, picketed city hall 
Monday evening protesting the sear­ 
ches authorized by Mayor Joseph L. 
Alioto. The noisy crowd taunted Alioto 
as he emerged from the building and 
pounded his car with their fists. 
At noon, about 40 picketers from the 
Committee Against Racism, a campus- 
based group, marched in front of city 
hall chanting “Operation Zebra Must 
Go.” 
Alioto has defended the dragnet as an 
extraordinary measure needed to catch 
“a mad killer.” Since last November, 
12 whites have been killed and six 
wounded by a black gunman or gun­ 
men. All were shot apparently without 
warning or motive. 
The American Civil Liberties Union 
filed a class action suit against city 
officials Monday on behalf of six young 


black men, asking a federal court judge 
to halt the questioning. 
City officials also have been called to 
appear in U.S. District Court Wed­ 
nesday to answer another suit filed by 
the NAACP seeking to stop the sear­ 
ches on constitutional grounds.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— Gov. John 
J. Gilligan planned to sign a long 
awaited bill revising Ohio’s campaign 
financing laws today but it won’t apply 
in time for the May 7 primary election. 
It was one of two major bills that 
emerged from the legislature April 4— 
before the lawmakers went into 
recess—after months of negotiations. 
The other, a measure establishing a 
five-member State Energy Com­ 
mission to gather information about the 
energy problem, was signed by Gilli­ 
gan Monday. 
It becomes effective July 22, and the 
campaign bill a day later. Both 
m easures were submitted to the 
legislature with immediately effective 
emergency clauses, but the clauses 
were lost in the scuffle and both passed 
as regular 90-day bills. 
Gilligan applauded the energy bill, 
which also sets up an 18-member 
Energy Advisory Council, as a 
document that will assure that Ohioans 
“will have a workable plan of pre­ 
paredness in the event an energy 
emergency strikes our state.” 
The five-member commission will be 
made up of the governor as chairman, 
two members of each major political 
party representing the legislature, and 
two members named by the governor 
with the consent of the Senate. The 
latter will represent the public and the 
energy industry. 
Gilligan said 
“ the m ajor re­ 
sponsibility of the new energy com­ 
mission will be to collect and assess 
energy information and prepare a plan

A question of definition 


A n o t h e r V i e w 


For many years the Supreme 
Court has been engaged in an effort 
to reconcile the First Amendment 
and proscription of so-called ob­ 
scenity. The heart of the problem is 
a matter of definition. 
Sometimes, reviewing the court’s 
long struggle with this problem, one 
gets a vision of dim Herculean 
figures wrestling endlessly against 
an opponent that is both strong and 
slippery. 
Yet for all their 
wrestling the 
justices have not yet succeeded in 
satisfactorily defining obscenity or 
resolving the legal tension between 
attempted obscenity control and 
rights of free expression. 
The issue is before the court again. 
Oral arguments have just been 
heard in two cases growing out of a 


series of close decisions last June in 
which the earlier concept of a 
national obscenity strandard was 
abandoned in favor of community 
standards. 
The difficulty, as many observers 
foresaw when those rulings were 
handed down, is that the court left 
vague and unresolved the matter of 
what constitutes a “ community” for 
this purpose, not to mention how 
supposed community standards are 
to be arrived at. 
One of the two cases now before 
the court involves the banning of the 
motion 
picture, 
“ Carnal 
Knowledge,” in Albany, Ga., on the 
basis of supposed community 
standards there. The ban came at a 
time when this picture - rated “ R ,” 
incidentally - had already been 


. viewed by a multitude of Americans 
elsewhere. 
The other case raises a tricky 
question left undecided in last June’s 
decisions. In essence the question is: 
In applying the federal law against 
mailing “ obscene” material, what 
obscenity standards are to be used? 
Neither of these cases precisely 
requires a new definition of ob­ 
scenity for legal purposes; each is 
mainly concerned with the matter of 
the standards against which a book 
or movie or some other form of 
expression is to be measured. 
Still, the root problem continues to 
be one of definition. It w ill be in­ 
teresting to see whether, this time 
around, the Supreme Court will 
again address itself to this per­ 
plexing question.

Another Balkan war? 


In terms of the Wilsonian ideal of 
ethnic self-determination, Yugoslavia 
was from the outset in 1918 an 
ethnographer’s nightmare. Basically it 
consisted of the former independent 
kingdoms of Serbia and Montenegro 
and the former 
Austro-Hungarian 
provinces of Slovenia and Croatia. 
To make life more diverse there were 
also 
a 
significant 
number 
of 
Hungarians, Albanians and Vlachs. If 
you 
took 
a 
different 
slice, 
you 
discovered Moslems, Roman Catholics 
and Greek Catholics of several 
disputatious rites. 
You also found both the Roman and 
the Cyrillie alphabets. 
Although theoretically united, there 
was perpetual bickering between the 
national groups, led by the Croats and 
Slovenians who were convinced that 
they were supporting a welfare 
program for the less-advanced Serbs. 
It was commonly stated that King 
Alexander was the only “ Yugoslav.” 
Well, the situation hasn’t changed 
much under the impact of Com­ 
munism. The Slovenes and the Croats 
still hate the Serbs 
(indeed, the 
Croatian Communist Party was just 
purged 
of 
“ petty 
bourgeois 
chauvinists” ). 
Communist Bulgaria has never given 
up hope of incorporating Yugoslav 
Macedonia, and the Maoite outpost, 
Albania, has plans for the Yugoslav 
Albanians. 
It is now commonly stated that Josef 
Broz Tito is the only “ Yugoslav.” 


AND MARSHALL TITO it 82 years 
old and allegedly suffering from a 
terminal illness. What can we expect 
when he dies? 
Immediately you raise that question, 
the issue of Soviet intentions enters 
the picture. Specifically, does the 
“ Brezhnev Doctrine,” which asserts 
the Soviet prerogative of maintaining 
Communist purity in the satellite 
states, apply to Yugoslavia? 
Tito has been trying to get Brezhnev 
to flatly repudiate it, but the latter has 
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been 
characteristically 
cagey. 
Moreover, Tito — who managed to 
escape the Moscow purges of the Stalin 
era — is far too wily to believe anything 
the Soviet boss might say. 
He is, for example, well aware of the 
standard Soviet gambit, which is 
known to experts as the “ Karelian 
Caper.” 
In 1939, when Russia invaded 
Finland, a group of Finnish Com­ 
munists — who had been kept on ice in 
Moscow — suddenly appeared in the 
Karelian border region, announced 
they were the legitimate government of 
Finland and asked the Soviets to help 
them regain power. (The Soviets ac­ 
cepted their invitation, but later put 
them back on ice.) 
This technique was also utilized 
fruitfully with Poland. But when last 
employed, in Czechoslovakia, 1968, it 
fizzled. 
Yet Moscow is persistent and may 
well be grooming a clutch of Yugoslavs 
who will call on the Warsaw Pact to 
prevent the nation from falling into the 
hands of “ reactionaries.” 
In fact, about a month ago Maj. Gen. 
Jan Sejna, a Czech defector in 1968, 
announced in Vienna that the Red 
Army had a contingency plan, code­ 
named “ PolarTca,” 'fb r dealing with 
“ undesirable 
developments'” 
in 
Yugoslavia after Tito’s death. The plan 
contemplated first, an invasion of 
Austria; second, invading Yugoslavia 
from there; and, third, employing 
Czech troops, thus keeping the Soviet 
Union out of the direct line of respon­ 
sibility. 
This set the china 
rattling in 
diplomatic circles: the Russians said it 
was a CIA invention (which is what 


they would say in any case), and both 
Vienna and Belgrade were un­ 
derstandably unsettled. 


“ POLARKA” sounds fishy to me for 
the simplest of reasons. Why go from 
Atlanta to Birmingham via Richmond? 
The obvious line of attack upon 
Yugoslavia starts with adjacent 
Hungary, and if the Soviets want to 
employ 
surrogate 
troops, 
the 
Hungarians are there and probably not 
unwilling to “liberate” their fellow 
Magyars who have been suffering 
under Yugoslav revisionist tyranny. 
This would have the additional 
benefit of not automatically involving 
Britain, France and the United States, 
who underwrote the 1955 treaty 
restoring Austrian independence. 
In any event, there will be trouble 
when Tito rejoins his generation. There 
simply is no Yugoslav elite — instead, 
there are Serbian, Croatian, Slovenian 
and, for all I know, Albanian elites. 
The only things that hold them 
together are the charisma of Tito and, 
not to be neglected, the efficiency of the 
secret police. Not only is Tito the sole 
“ Yugoslav,” but he has completely 
failed in all efforts to reconcile the 
various ethnic blocs. 
In fact, there is a sense in which one 
can argue that he trapped himself: 
after all, if Yugoslavia could raise the 
banner of “ national communism” 
against the USSR, how could Tito in 
principle oppose the Croats and 
Slovenes applying the same thesis to 
the internal structure of Yugoslavia? 
I hope our Secretary of State has time 
to worry about this; Balkan Wars are 
unfashionable, but not impossible.

CONCORD, N.H. (AP) - Olympic 
Refineries Inc., a company with 
$150,000 in known assets, has plans for a 
$600 million oil refinery — but so far, no 
place to build it. 
After being barred from its first- 
choice site by the voters of Durham, 
N.H., Olympic decided to wait for 
another town near New Hampshire’s 
18-mile Atlantic coastline to invite the 
company in. 
Newmarket, just to the south of 
Durham, voted last week in favor of the 
refinery, and the company went back to 
the drawing board to develop a 
proposal 
that would 
fit 
there. 
Rochester, inland and to the north, is to 
vote May I on whether to approve 
refinery construction there. 
Olympic is an Aristotle Onassis 
corporation, although public records 
don’t show the role of the Greek 
shipping magnate. The refinery plan 


has the support of New Hampshire’s 
governor and largest newspaper, but 
virtually no information is available 
about its resources or plans. 
There are indications Onassis is 
determined to build an oil refinery, if 
not in New Hampshire then perhaps in 
Rhode Island or Louisiana. 
“ It’s like fighting a phantom,” said 
John Gibson, a spokesman for Save Our 
Shores, a citizens’ group opposing the 
refinery. “ They make statements and 
deny them the next day. They make 
promises and break them. Sometimes 
you don’t even know who ‘they’ are.” 
Constantine G. Gratsos, president of 
Olympic Refineries, is the chief 
representative of Onassis interests in 
New York. 
In a recent telephone interview, 
Gratsos said Onassis has wanted to 
build an oil refinery for several years, 
that the shipping magnate is sole owner 


of Olympic Refineries stock and that 
financial information about the com­ 
pany is not available. Then he hung up. 
The first inkling of Olympic’s ac­ 
tivities came last October when a 
seacoast community weekly, Publick 
Occurrences, carried a report that land 
buying was under way im Durham 
Point. The story mentioned rumors 
that an oil refinery was planning to 
locate on the site.

NEW YORK (A P) — Hollywood’s 
blank cartridge industry, which en­ 
joyed boom times during television’s 
much-criticized shoot em-up era of the 
late 1950s, faces a bleak outlook next 
season. And it may get worse. 
A look at the NBC and CBS program 
lists for next fall shows TV gunfire and 
other violence, already on the wane 
amid continued heat from Congress 
and citizens’ groups, continues to 
decrease. 
ABC has not yet announced its fall 
schedule. 
Shows emphasizing what the trade 
calls “ human values” are on the rise, 
with the exception of CBS’ new “ Planet 
of the Apes” series, which is serious 
monkey business. 
Excluding made-for-TV films or 
recent movies, which may or may not 
have violence, there’ll still be the 
sounds of guns blasting and bodies 
falling, albeit on a controlled scale, 
next fall on NBC and CBS. 
But save for three shows in which 
mayhem might occur— “ Gunsmoke,” 
“ NBC Sunday Mystery Movie” and 
“Adam-12”—none of the potentially 
violent series in the new CBS-NBC 
lineups airs until 9 p.m. EDT., when 
most of the nation’s younger viewers 
theoretically are abed. 
The strongest indication of the trend 
toward less violence at any hour is in 
NBC’s new lineup. Out of 12 new en­ 
tries, one is a situation comedy, two are 
comedy-dramas and five are “ human 
value ’ ’ series. 
CBS, which gave the last category 
impetus by sticking with “ The 
Waltons” through lean ratings times, 
also is keeping pace. Only one of its new 
series, a gumshoe saga named 
“ Manhunter,” portends gunpowder.

Henley trial 
slated July I 
in San Antonio 
SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) - Elmer 
Wayne Henley will go on trial here July 
I in the deaths of six of the 27 teen-aged 
victims of the Texas mass murder 
case. 
' District Court Judge Preston Dial 
ordered prosecution and defense at­ 
torneys to be ready to start jury 
selection on July I and to begin the 
presentation of testimony on July 8. 
The teen-agers were killed in what 
the state describes as a homosexual 
torture ring. 
In a 20-minute session on Monday, 
Dial also disposed of pine defense 
motions. He granted only one. 
He refused to move the trial out of 
San Antonio because of publicity here 
— the same reason Henley’s trial was 
transferred from Houston. Instead, he 
said he would try to pick a jury and' 
grant the change of venue only if he 
were unable to find 12 unprejudiced 
persons to serve on it. 
He also refused to delay the trial 
because of publicity. 
He granted defense lawyer Will 
Gray’s motion to question individually 
all potential jurors who had heard or 
read about the case. 
No trial date has been set for David 
Owen Brooks, 19, who is charged with 
four murders in the case. 
The state claims Henley and Brooks 
procured other teenaged males for 
parties given by Dean A. Corll, 33, 
which ended in homosexual rape and 
torture. 
The bodies of 27 victims were found 
buried at various locations in and 
around Houston last August. . 
Henley shot Corll to death after a sex 
and drug party at Corll’s home in the 
Houston suburb of Pasadena on Aug. 8. 
The shooting was subsequently ruled 
self-defense.

Homestead exemption 
funds received here

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohioans 
taking up bicycle and motorcycle 
riding because of the energy crisis 
almost certainly will face some new 
traffic laws. 
So would automobile drivers and 
pedestrians under an omnibus bill 
which has passed the Ohio House end 
now is pending in the Senate. 
House sponsors said there was no 
way to estimate how many Ohioans 
may have switched all or in part to 
motor bike or bicycle use to save 
gasoline, but they think the number is 
significant. 
Rep. Kenneth R. Cox, D-41 Bar­ 
berton, said bicycles are one of the 
hottest selling items on the retail 
market. Cox, who recently bought a 
bicycle, helped defend provisions in the 
bill that he said would help make two- 
wheel travel safer than under present 
laws. 
The bill requires bicycle bells or 
other audible signals that may be heard 
up to IOO feet. It also requires an 
adequate brake for all bikes without a 
motor, or with a friction-type motor of 
one horsepower or more. 
The fine for not having a bell would 
be HOO for a first offense. A second 
conviction could bring a $250 fine and 
up to 30 days in jail. 


The bill prohibits bicycles to use 
streets and highways if a useable 
bicycle path has been provided. 
Bicycles would have to have a front 
white light and a red taillight or 
reflector, both visible at 500 feet. 
Most present laws would continue to 
apply to motorcycles. New language 
would prohibit riding sidesaddle, 
requiring motorcyclists to ride face 
forward with one leg on either side of 
the machine. 
For the first time the bill spells out in 
the law the right of motorcyclists on 
miltilane highways to pass other mo­ 
torcycles from another lane when both 
are going in the same direction. 
Ironically the changes were put into 
the bill not because of the energy crisis, 
but to meet requirements in the 
Federal Highway Safety Act of 1966 and 
subsequent standards adopted by the 
U.S. Department of Transportation. 
Failure to comply could mean loss of 
the state’s federal highway safety 
funds, said Rep. Alan E. Norris, R-27 
Westerville, the bill’s main sponsor. 
Although other provisions are 
numerous they are generally minor in 
nature. Laws against driving while 
intoxicated would remain generally 
intact, as would speed limits and other 
major code sections with which 
Ohioans are most familiar. 
Several changes affect pedestrians, 


including one that makes it illegal to 
walk on a roadway while intoxicated or 
under the influence of drugs. 
Others require pedestrians to yield to 
any emergency vehicle with a flashing 
light, even in a crosswalk, and to yield 
to all vehicles when not in a crosswalk. 
Still another section makes it illegal 
for a pedestrian to stand on a street or 
highway “to solicit employment, 
business or contributions.’’ This section 
could affect such fund-raising efforts as 
Columbus’ Charity Newsies and 
others. 
The bill permits a motorist to enter 
an intersection with caution on a yellow 
signal while a traffic light is changing, 
but the motorist still may not enter an 
intersection on red. 
Emergency vehicles using flashing 
lights have to turn at least one on when 
exceeding a speed limit in response to 
an emergency call. School buses 
equipped with red flasher lights could 
use them only when stopped or stop­ 
ping. 
And, for the first time, the bill would 
make it illegal for a motorist to leave 
this ignition keys in his parked vehicle. 
Under present law police may remove 
such keys, but the owner is not 
violating the law.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — 
American business executives are still 
leaving Argentina to escape guerrilla 
kidnapers, and no one has any idea 
when the exodus will stop. 
Spokesmen for various American 
companies say they have no intention 
of quitting the country permanently. 
But many firms are shifting their 
foreign executives elsewhere, at least 
temporarily. 
“You can count the number of 
American presidents of U.S. firms here 
on one hand,” says one well-connected 
American source. 
The 
American 
community 
represents some $1.4 billion in in­ 
vestments in Argentina, and since last 
fall it has been the target of leftist 
guerrillas whose kidnapings the 
government has been unable to stop. 
The exodus began in November when 
John Swint of the Ford Motor Co. was 
Killed in a guerrilla ambush on 
Thanksgiving Day in Cordoba. It quick­ 
ened after the leftist People’s 
Revolutionary Army abducted Exxon’s 
Victor Samuelson last December. 
Exxon paid the guerrillas $14.2 
million on March ll, but nothing has 
been heard of the Cleveland, Ohio, 
man. Fears are growing that he may be 
dead. 
Eight years ago the American 
community was estimated at 8,000 
residents. The United States Consulate 
in Buenos Aires says there are about 
4,000 Americans still in Argentina. 
But it has been saying that since 


November, and reliable sources say at 
least 130 American executives have left 
the country in that period. In the past 
two years, enrollment at the American 
school in Buenos Aires has decreased 
from 900 to less than 400.

This rule of playing second- 
hand-low on defense is gen­ 
erally a very sound practice, 
but, as with all generalities, you 
shouldn’t allow the rule to 
dominate your thinking. 
West led a spade, won by 
South with the ten. With only 
eight tricks in sight, it was 
obvious to declarer that his 
most promising source for a 
ninth lay in hearts. 
Ac­ 
cordingly, he played a heart and 


finessed the eight after West 
followed low. 
East took the jack — he could 
have saved a trick by ducking — 
and returned a spade. Even­ 
tually South scored ten tricks 
consisting of four hearts, two 
spades, two diamonds and two 
clubs. 
But West could have beaten 
the contract by playing the 
queen on the first heart lead. To 
do so could not cost him a trick. 
If South had the jack, dummy’s 
five hearts were all tricks, while 
if East had the jack, the queen 
play might hold dummy to two 
tricks. 
Declarer could not have 
recovered from the queen play. 
Restricted to two tricks in each 
suit, he inevitably would have 
failed. 
It is true that a defender 
usually follows low when he is 
second-hand and rarely plays a 
high card in order to force a 
higher one from dummy. But 
here the queen is clearly the 
right play. West can easily 
assume that if he plays low on 
the first heart lead declarer will 
also play low from dummy. 
It follows from this that if it is 
to declarer’s advantage to play 
the eight after West plays the 
five, it must be correspondingly 
disadvantageous for West to 
allow him to do so. He should 
therefore put up the queen.

Establishing Paternity 


Is it possible to definitely 
establish that a particular 
person is the father of a child? 
Mr. J.H.W., La. 
Dear Mr. W.: 
The question of paternity 
cannot always be definitely 
decided by the study of the 
major blood groups. 
Every child is born with a 
blood group that is inherited 
from one of the parents. These 
four main groups have sub­ 
divisions which, in some in­ 
stances, may be of value in 
establishing paternity. 
These are called M and N sub­ 
groups. They have been used in 
some cases of questionable 
paternity. 
Not all states in the country 
will accept these blood studies 
as positive evidence of pater­ 
nity. But where it is legally 
admissible, the M and N sub­ 
groups may positively show 
that the person accused of 
paternity is not the father. 
On the other hand, the M and 
N 
sub-groups 
need 
not 
necessarily prove that the 
person accused of paternity is 
the father.
